Such a law has been in operation 
in several other states for close 
to a year. 
It might be interest­ 
ing therefore to give you a few 
facts about the way the law has 
been working there. 
In New Jersey, for instance, a 
report was recently gotten 
out 
explaining the experience of that 
state with this premarital exam­ 
ination 
law 
after 
six 
months 
time. 
The first thing discovered 
was 
that 
marriages 
dropped 
about 187Í. They found that some 
people went to neighboring states 
to be married in order to 
avoid 
the tests. Others postponed mar­ 
riage after discovering that they 
wore infected, and began 
treat­ 
ment. 
In Connecticut, they also 
found 
that 
marriages dropped 
soon after such a law was passed 
there, but they jumped back to 
normal after a year 
Thus it seems that we may ex- j 
pect similar findings in Califor- | 
nia. but in the course of 
time, 
when everyone w ill 
understand 
the importance and necessity for , 
such a law. very few individuals j 
will purposely leave the state to 
be married, in order to evade the 
tests. Maryland found that many 
New Jersey couples were going 
there to be married, so they pass­ 
ed a law requiring a 
48-hour 
waiting period before issuing 
a 
license. 


New Jersey found that about ¡ 
1 % of those applying for a li-j 
cense had a positive test. 
Many j 
of these young people did not 
even realize that they had 
this ( 
disease, and were very grateful 
for having found it out. 
About 
one-half of this 1% were given 
licenses to marry, as they were 
not in the infectious stage, and j 
hence not a menace. 
The other | 
half began to take treatment. 
The doctors in New Jersey re­ 
ported that the general 
public 
has been enthusiastic about the 
tests. 
Doctors consider this law I 
very good because it gives them | 
a chance to explain some of the j

matrimony to these people. Their 
chief suggestion was that all the ; 
states should have similar laws. , 
We consider 
this 
premarital 1 
law one of the most progressive j 
bits of legislation pertaining 
to 
health matters in some time. We 
are happy to learn that New Je r­ 
sey likes the way it is being ac­ 
cepted by their people. 
We in 
California may well use this in­ 
formation to advantage, and look 
forward to the wholehearted co­ 
operation of our citizens in the 
administration of our own law.

Moral Re-Armament. Newspa­ 
pers consider it of such great im­ 
portance that they use scare- 
heads across the first pages to 
urge the public to adopt it. On 
Wednesday evening, July 19. 
there will be "A Call to the Na­ 
tions for Moral Re-Armament at 
Hollywood Bowl. So great will 
be the crowd that admission will 
be by ticket only. Tickets may 
be obtained from George L. East­ 
man. Jr., Hollywood H o t e l . 
"M.R.A." simply means that we 
are to live at peace with mem­ 
bers of the family at home, at 
peace with our neighbors 
and 
townspeople, and that a spirit of 
t o l e r a n c e and understanding 
within a nation would naturally 
result in peace among nations. 
William B. Bankhead, speaker of 
the House of Representatives, ex­ 
pressed our sentiments when he 
said. "At a time when major 
calamity threatens the world, no 
greater blessing could come to 
our land than a re awakening to 
those ancient truths on which the 
strength of democracy is built. 
There must be a new spirit at 
home, as well as abroad. We 
therefore Join fn welcoming the 
movement for moral and spiritual 
re-armament as a bulwark of the 
democratic tradition and a ^>as** 
for unity throughout the nation. 
• • • 
Governor Culbert L. Olson is 
having his troubles. Originally 
he endorsed "Ham and Eggs, 
then he repudiated it and now 
some of the Ham-and-Eggers 
have gone so far as to threaten 
to recall him. With the aid of 
the Republicans and economy 
Democrats they probably could 
succeed, but we would hate to see 
such a thing happen because we 
detest recall elections. He was 
elected by a large majority and 
should be permitted to serve his 
full term. 
It is interesting to note how the 
Governor has changed his opin­ 
ion on Ham and Eggs. August 
11. 1938, he said: "Our position 
was ably presented at the hear­ 
ing yesterday. The California 
State Retirement Life Payments 
Act must remain on the ballot. I 
am proud to have been the tirst 
candidate for Governor to make 
a public declaration on this 
measure. I want to see it adopt- 
ey.~ Again on August IS, 1938, 
he ha id: "I wish to repeat my 
unequivocal position on the Old 
Age Retirement Plan. I am for 
its adoption in order to give the 
people through their 
whole­ 
hearted cooperation an opportun­ 
ity to make it work successfully." 
The Governor now says, that 
he beiieves. if adopted, the m eas­ 
ure would fail to achieve its ob­ 
jective, would disappoint the 
hopes of its supporters, and 
would retard instead of aid 
progress towards a better econ­ 
omic order. He further questions 
the feasibility of the Ham and 
Eggs Plan, and doubts if adopted 
that it will accomplish the ob­ 
jective of its proponents, and 
even questions the constitutional­ 
ity of certain features of the plan. 
Governor Olson initiated the 
opening of the California Legis­ 
lature in January by submitting 
a $557,000,000 budget, which not 
only startled Republicans, but 
also temporarily dazed members 
of his own party, in both the Sen­ 
ate and Assembly. 
First, the Governor wanted 
$100,000,000 for relief; he then 
agreed to compromise on $73,000.­ 
000. After weeks of bickering 
the Legislature finally agreed to 
allow him $35,520,000. The Gov­ 
ernor then wanted a special $2.­ 
000,000 emergency fund, to be 
expended at his own discretion, 
presumably on utopian Socialis­ 
tic schemes, and $200,000 to es­ 
tablish a State Department for 
socialized medicine, that unques­ 
tionably would have cost the peo­ 
ple of California, through pay roll 
tax on employes and employers 
over $10,000,000 a year. 
An attempt was then made by 
the Olson forces to put through 
the Central Valley $170,000,000 
bond scheme, which embraced all 
the vicious elements of the G ar­ 
rison Bond Act. which was killed 
by an overwhelming referendum 
of the people at the general elec­ 
tion in 1938. 
We also suspect the Governor 
has lost all his enthusiasm for 
Tom Mooney since Mooney has 
shown his appreciation for being 
liberated from prison by em bar­ 
rassing the Olson administration. 
Surely, poor Governor Olson is 
having his troubles.

Proposed Budget 
$187,582 Above 
Last Year 
Preliminary 1939-40 budget re­ 
quests exceed 1938-39 appropria­ 
tions by $187,582. it was reveal­ 
ed as Auditor Ray T Hicks pre­ 
sented the tentative figures to 
the board of supervisors. Bud­ 
get requests total 
$3,388,567, 
while last year's appropriations 
amounted to $3,200,985. 
Increase in charity and correc­ 
tions alone is placed at approxi­ 
mately $240,000 by the auditor. 
As a rule other classifications of 
county expense show declines, 
while no money at all is request­ 
ed for a hospital building fund 
during the coming fiscal year. 
The relief budget which is sub­ 
ject to radical alterations before 
the end of the fiscal period de­ 
pending on what action is taken 
by the state legislature in a 
scheduled special session, reveals 
a request by the department of 
$368,335 in county funds for gen­ 
eral relief. 
Large Total Budget 
This am ount is part of the to­ 
tal of $1,615,997 for the aid for 
the aged, blind and orphans, of 
which $625,398 comes from the 
state and $622,264 from the fed­ 
eral government. 
As he had previously made 
public, T. E. Murray, superin­ 
tendent of the bureau of welfare 
and relief, is requesting addition­ 
al help during the year to meet 
anticipated climbs in the various 
caseloads. 
An 
administrative 
budget of $92,434 for his depart­ 
ment is asked by Murray. 
Because of the special “Ham 
and Eggs" election in November, 
County Clerk Gordon A. Peque- 
gnat was required to request an 
elections budget of $31,400, al­ 
most as large as last year's of 
approximately $36,000. Usually 
on off-election years, this bud­ 
get shows a much greater de­ 
cline. 
Jail Fund Requested 
An outlay of $5000 to match a 
hoped-for grant from the WPA 
for the construction of a new jail 
at Blythe, replacing the condemn­ 
ed structure, is again being 
placed in the budget. Flood con­ 
trol expense, which was increas­ 
ed last year because of the Santa 
Ana river flood of March, 1938, 
will be slashed by the supervisors 
from $68,000 to $25,000, it is 
shown. 
_ 
The creation of two new posi­ 
tions in the health department, a 
part-tim e sanitary inspector and 
an assistant clerk, is requested 
by the health officer, Dr. R. L. 
Kaufman. 
Road budget requests are being 
cut from $336,500 last year to 
$332,160, with the prison camp 
roads budget receiving a similar 
$40,000 to that of last year, while 
the road districts are to divide 
$253,000. 
The county hospital budget 
shows reqquests for additional 
employes, including three nurses, 
one orderly, one technician, one 
stenographer and a dietary help­ 
er. This budget also includes 
$5250 for additional construction 
at the branch hospital at Blythe, 
including a $2500 garage and 
laundry, a $2500 compressor and 
a $250 filter. 
In the detention home budget a 
$10,500 item has been included, 
on recommendation of a grand 
jury committee, for alterations, 
including considerable adjust­ 
ment of sanitary facilities of the 
home. 
Auditor Ray T. Hicks this year 
is requesting that $30,000 be 
placed in the unappropriated re­ 
serve and $10,000 in the general 
reserve funds. Last year the 
board placed $45,000 in the unap­ 
propriated reserve and $10,000 in 
the general reserve.

TO REACT TO EMERGENCY 
How long does it take for a 
driver to react to an emergency 
situation? 
When driving along 
and a car suddenly pops out from 
a side road, how long would it 
take before the driver applies his 
brakes? The Public Safety De­ 
partment of the National Auto­ 
mobile Club declares it takes at 
least a half-a-second. Many driv­ 
ers require one or one and a half 
seconds. The average is three- 
quarters of a second. 
Therefore, drivers who have an 
average reaction time and who 
drive at 30 miles an hour, must 
realize their car will go 33 feet 
from the time the emergency is 
seen until he even begins to ap­ 
ply the brakes. With the brakes 
in excellent condition and the 
pavement dry, the car will travel 
another 47 feet at least before 
stopped. 
Add it up—33 feet plus 47 feet.

Eat moderately, with emphasis i 
on fruits and vegetables contain­ 
ing plenty of water.

Plenty of ventilation may 
be had at night when the sun is 
busy heating the other side of 
the globe. 
Imbibe moderately of all pota­ 
bles. but more water should be 
drunk than in winter. 
Above all, don’t get excited, 
don’t worry or become emotional­ 
ly wrought up. 
On the vacation trip, stopping 
frequently and not driving too 
far will increase the pleasure of 
the holiday and the physical 
benefits to the vacationist. The 
trip is invariably more delightful 
if part of the tirrie is given over 
to indulgence of one’s favorite 
sport or sports. It is well to bear 
this fact in mind in marshaling 
the equipment to be taken along. 
Over-exertion in sports should be 
strictly avoided. No sport need 
be given up in summer but 
should be indulged in with the 
moderation one employs in eat­ 
ing.
